Postcard Center of New Squabble 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18-t*)- 
The man who made postal cards 
cost more when bought in quan­ 
tity lots than when purchased 
singly says critics don’t under 
stand the purpose of the plan. 
The reason, says Rep. Hagen 
(R-Minn), is to keep the govern­ 
ment from competing with com­ 
mercial print shops that turn out 
picture post cards, and throwing 
men out of work. 
Hagen was sponsor of a law 
that went into effect Jan. I. 
It has come under attack by 
half a dozen congressmen who 


have introduced repeal bills. 
Under the new law the price of 
postal cards — the government 
printed kind sold in postoffiees— 
went up from one to two cents if 
bought in lots of less than 50. 
Over that number there is a IO 
per cent surcharge. Thus you 
can buy 49 cards for two cents 
apiec e, but the bill for 50 is $1.10, 
making the fiftieth card cost 12 
cents. 
The rate for mailing a com­ 
mercial post card—the drug store 
variety bearing a picture of a 
beach or a pretty girl—also rose 


to two cents, but there is no pen­ 
alty for quantity mailing. 
Hagen maintains that the gov­ 
ernment is, in effect, "giving pa­ 
per away” when it sells a stamp­ 
ed, ready-to-mail card for the 
same price it charges for post 
age on an open face chromo of 
Sassafras Lake in the moonlight. 
The result, he maintains, is to 
put the government into compe­ 
tition with the nation’s printing 
shops, and creating unemploy­ 
ment.
